T-H Union Shop Is 
Government-Backed 
Open Shop — ITU 


The International Typographical 
Union has sent out postcard bul- 
letins to all locals discussing the 
kind of “union shop” that will pre- 
vail under the Taft-Hartley Labor 
Act for any union unwary enough 
to go in for it: 

“Under the T-H-L ‘union shop’ 
rats, non-unionists and union dis- 
rupters are accorded the same pri- 
ority benefits as union members. 

“Under the law the ‘union shop’ 
is a government sanctioned and 
protected open shop, 

“Any union which falls for the 
‘union shop’ scheme will be liable 
to all kinds of court and board liti- 
gations, and penalties, if it tries to 
maintain our historic union priority. 

“Under the T-H-L your union can 
be charged with coercion which is 
anything you do to interfere with a 
rat or a rat foreman keeping or 
getting a job, 

“Under the ‘union shop’ this ver- 
min has government protection to 
obtain and keep jobs in heretofore 
union offices and share in priority 
standing. 

“With agent provocators, union 
disrupters and stool-pigeons out to 
destroy unions, you can well imag- 
ine the difficulties a union will en- 
counter trying to maintain only

dollars (because a dollar would by more in 1939 than it does now) 

A worker earning’ $48.46, having no dependents, would take home $41.52 


after taxes, 


and this would be $26.49 in 1939 dollars. 


132 MACHINISTS 
ARE LOCKED OUT 


Charges that the Pacific Airmotive Corporation at Oakland 
Airport locked out 132 members of Automotive Machinists’ 
Local 1546 in an effort to force a company union on the men, 
have been filed with the NLRB. The State Employment De- 
partment has been asked to certify the locked out unionists for 


unemployment insurance. 


Last week, as reported pre- 
viously in The Labor Journal, the 
union was demanding the return to 
the payroll of 26 men laid off, and 
insisting upon an opportunity to 
prove that the majority of the 
workers wish to be represented by 
Lodge 1546 and not by a company 
union. 

On Monday of this week the com- 
pany announced that it had sent 
out termination of employment no- 
tices to the production workers 

A. A, MacDonald, company spokes- 
man, said that the company holds 
a contract with an independent 
machinists’ union, and denied the 
contention of Lodge 1546 that it 
represents a majority of the work- 
ers. 

KE, H. Vernon, business represen- 
tative of the lodge, said that the 
so-called independent union “is 
simply a company union, and the 
whole move is made to try to force 
the company union on the workers.”

In East Bay Gain 
Increase in wage 


East Bay Warehouse Employers’ 
Group and Warehouse Union, Local 
No. 853, AFL, have accepted con- 
ciliation terms offered by Commis- 
sioner Wayne Kenaston, United 
States Conciliation Service, settling 
contract negotiations which opened 
April 29. 

The settlement gives 600 ware- 
house employees a 4 cents per hour 
increase in wages across the board 
for all male employees, and a $1.07% 
minimum rate for female 
ployees. 

A sick leave plan, entitling em- 
ployees who have been continuously 
employed for at least one year, to 
five days (40 straight time hours) 
sick leave with pay, after a speci- 
fied period of illness, was added to 
the new agreement

§.F. Labor Council 
Backs Cooperation 
With ClO 151-48 


The San Francisco Central Labor 
Council has voted 151 to 48 in sup- 
port of President John F. Shelley’s 
action in forming a coalition of 
AFL, CIO, and other groups to fight 
the proposed sales tax in San Fran- 
cisco and to confer together on 
municipal and other candidates for 
the November elections. 


The vote came on a resolution 
presented by Shelley, who was al- 
ready serving with Paul Schnur of 
the CIO as co-chairman of the joint 
AFL-CIO committee to fight the 
sales tax. 


AFL Western Representative Dan 
Flanagan opposed Shelley’s resolu- 
tion, contending that cooperation 
with the CIO in a political cam- 
paign violated national AFL policy. 

The Sailors’ Union of the Pacific, 
the Masters, Mates, and Pilots, and 
some of the teamsters backed 
Flanagan’s attitude. 

The meeting at which the S.F. 
Central Labor Council sustained} 
Shelley’s policy of cooperation with | 
the CIO in political affairs was held 
August 1, on the eve of the State 
Federation of Labor convention's 
opening in Sacramento August 4. 

It. was plain from the tenor of 
speeches made at the S.F. Central} 
Council meeting that the struggle 
over Shelley’s policy was considered 
a forerunner of the conflict over the 
presidency of the State Federation 
for the coming year. 


Rail Labor Paper 
Slaps Gearhart’s 
Federal Sales Tax 


Labor, Weekly paper of the rail- 
way brotherhoods, points out that a 
terrific propaganda campaign is un- 
der way to substitute the sales tax 
for income taxes as a major source 

Following is Labor’s account of a 
new development along this line: 

What they have in mind was re- 
vealed in a bill offered in the House 
by Congressman Bertrand W. Gear- 
hart (Rep., Calif.) a member of the 
committee. 


It would slash the present income 
tax rates of 19 to 85.5 per cent to 
14 to 50 per cent, and substitute 
a 10 per cent sales tax on nearly 
everything but food. Even import 
taxes on tea and coffee are pro- 
posed. 

If these changes are adopted, the 
government would get 47.9 per cent 
of its revenue from income taxes 
and 52.1 per cent from sales taxes 
and miscellaneous sources. | 

In other word, the cost of govern- 
ment would be shifted largely from 
the rich and well-to-do to the backs 
and bellies of average Americans. 

The Gearhart plan to lower in 
come taxes would mean a loss of 
revenue of about $9 billions. Nearly 
7 billions would be recouped from 
sales taxes. 

Doubtless to make his proposal 
more palatable, Gearhart wants to 
increase personal exemptions from 
$500 to $1,000 for single persons 
and from $1,000 to $2,000 for mar- 
ried couples. 

Another camouflage in the bill is 
that the sales tax is called a “many- 
facturers’ excise tax.” 

No matter what it is called, it} 
would be paid by the consumer.

\T-H Cuts Two Ways, 
'Padway Points Out 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — The 
Taft-Hartley anti-labor law is a 
;two-edged sword, and unions can 
juse it to harass employers with a 
multitude of damage suits. 

That’s one of the points made in 
Bulletin No. 4, just issued by the 
office of Joseph A. Padway, AFL 
general counsel, for the guidance 
of unions in functioning under the 
Taft-Hartley Act. 

The bulletin, one of the most im- 
portant so far, is devoted largely 
to suggestions as to clauses that 
should be included in contracts to 
protect unions from a flock of suits 
by employers, 

The bulletin also makes this sig- 
nificant point: 

“It is to be remembered that un- 
der the Taft-Hartley Act employers 


breaches of contract just as easily 
as unions can be sued by employers. 

“Almost any grievance would 
amount to a breach, and in the ab- 
sence of a grievance settlement pro- 
cedure, unions could run into court} 
almost every day.” 

Such practice, the bulletin said, 
“is not to be encouraged,” but Pad- 
way stressed that it “offers an ex- 


cellent argument to present to the 
employer” to induce him to agree 
to a clause protecting the union 
from indiscriminate suits.

SHELLEY DEMONSTRATION 

Shelley was supported by the 
caucuses of Teamsters, Culinary 
Workers, Clerks, and Building 
Trades, although Bitter, from San 
Diego, is himself a building trades 
man. 

So strong was the Shelley senti- 
ment that some of the Bitter nomi- 
nators were booed. ‘ 

When Shelley’s name was put in 
nomination there was a 15-minute 
demonstration by his supporters. 

Shelley is president of the San 
Francisco Central Labor Council.

His candidacy was backed by the

REAL NOT RUNNING 

The position of secretary-treas- 
urer of the Federation, held by C. J. 
Haggerty, was not up for a vote 
this year. 

Charles W. Real, secretary of 
Oakland Teamsters’ Local 70, presi- 
dent of the Federation this year, did 
not run for re-election, 

A feature of the lining up of 
forces in the elections was the form- 
ing of an independent caucus, which 
many unions joined, called the Com- 
bined California Unions. 
GOVERNOR SPEAKS 

Governor Warren drew some boos 
and some applaise from the con- 
vention when on Monday he dis- 
cussed his actions on legislation for 
which he has received labor eriti- 
cism. 

The Governor said that the juris- 
dictional strike law he signed would 
not, he was convinced, be used for 
anything “beyond the scope of the 
title,” and that it would not inter- 
fere with collective bargaining. 

“The vast majority of the Amer- 
ican people are opposed to jurisdic- 
tional strikes,” declared the Gover- 
nor, 

He said that “the most destruc- 
tive jurisdictional strike in Amer- 
ica” is the one in the motion pic- 
ture industry in this State, 

HOT CARGO 

Speaking of the Hot Cargo Bill, 
the Governor told the convention 
that in letting it become law with- 
out his signature he considered that 
as a wartime law it had received 
the people's approval in a referen- 
dum. 

“The new bill simply makes per- 
manent what was a wartime meas- 
ure,” he said. 

Warren pointed out that the act 
is now before the State Supreme 
Court. 

“For the Governor,” he said, “to 
determine arbitrarily the question 
of constitutionality through the veto 
power, would not have been the 
American way of doing things.” 

Warren cited various measures he 
had advocated or to which he had 
given approval in the interests of 
organized labor, such as health in- 
surance and the teachers’ minimum 
pay of $200 a month, 

MEANY ON CIO 

George Meany, secretary-treasurer 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor, told the convention that the 
AFL proposes “immediate organic 
unity with the CTO.” 

“Unfortunately,” he said, “the ele- 
ments in the CIO who hold prior al 
legiance to Moscow are still in con- 
trol, and our offer has been re- 
fused,” 

Until organic unity of the two 
groups has been achieved, he said, 
the AFL proposed to organize poli- 
tically on its own,

Tragic Story of 
Europe’s Children 


WASHINGTON (LPA) The 
heart-breaking story of Europe’s 
children was told once more when

dren’s Bureau, reported on a trip 
through Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Yugoslavia, Greece, Italy and Swit- 
zerland. 

Dr. Eliot, who made her trip as 
special technical consultant to the 
ICEF, told of standing in the door- 
way of a Catholic church one Sun- 
day morning, and observing as only 
a trained pediatrician can the signs 
of health or illness on the scantily 
clad children who entered. 

“Those children were about the 
thinnest and poorest nourished 
group of children I have seen, as a 
total group,” she said. “There were 
perhaps five or six or seven little 
kids I would have picked out as 
pretty, or better-off than the others, 
not well-off, but better-off.”

Veterans Asked to 
Register Weapons 
Held as Souvenirs 


Veterans are urged to register 
souvenir war weapons with the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue, Room 
111, Custom House, 555 Battery 
street, San Francisco, in compliance 
with the National Firearms Act, to 
assist in preventing the flow of 
dangerous weapons into improper 
hands. 


This does not in any way affect 
the right of veterans to own such 
trophies. 


Weapons named under the law as 
those which should be so registered 
include: 


1: Any firearm designed or al- 
tered so that it is capable of firing 
more than one shot with one con- 
tinuous pull of the trigger, such as 
a machine gun or machine pistol. 

2..A shotgun or rifle having a 
barrel of less than 18 inches, except 
.22 or smaller caliber rifles. A .22 or 
smaller caliber rifle must have a 
barrel of less than 16 inches to re- 
quire registration. 

3. Any other weapon, except a 
pistol or revolver, from which a 
shot is discharged by an explosive, 
if such weapon is capable of being 
concealed on the person. 

4. A muffler or silencer for any 
forearm. 

5. A revolver or pistol with an 
accompanying shoulder stock.

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REAPPORTIONMENT! 


The Executive Council of the California | 
State Federation of Labor pointed out in its 
report to the Sacramento convention that “‘one 
of the primary obstacles to getting labor-spon- 
sored legislation passed in the State Legislature 
has been the State Senate.” 

Nor did the Executive Council's report exag- 
gerate when it declared that “the vast majority 
of the citizens of California do not have a voice 
in the decisions of the State Senate.” 

For example, Senatorial District No. 9, con- 
sisting of Alpine, Amador, and El Dorado 
counties, with a conibined population of less 
than 23,000, and District No. 38, consisting 
of Los Angeles county, with a population es- 
timated at 3,611,000, both have exactly one 
vote in the State Senate. 

Just think that over: 23,000 people have the 
same voice in the State Senate as 3,611,000! 

The Executive Council points out: 

“Because of this inequitable representation, 
it has been possible for the Senators who come 
from the sparsely populated areas and repre- 
sent agricultural interests to effectuate pro- 
grams which have been injurious to labor as 
well as to the urban communities themselves. 

“On the other hand, the Senators who repre- 
sent the overwhelming majority of the citizens 
of this State have been unable actually to rep- 
resent this greater population, since they have 
been outvoted by the Senators from the agri- 
cultural communities.” 

The 1946 convention of the State Federation 
went on record in favor of an initiative meas- 
ure for the reapportionment of the State Senate. 
This year one of the big jobs before all of us 
in organized labor is to get this measure on the 
ballot, and to carry it before the voters so ef- 


fectively that they will vote overwhelmingly 
for it. 


It will not do to assume that because the 
present system of electing State Senators in ef- 
fect disfranchises the majority of the people, 
they will automatically vote to give themselves 
back such franchise. 


Not by any means will it do to assume that! 

For it must be realized that the big business 
forces of the State, which hide behind the farm- 
ers, will put on a tremendous campaign of 
propaganda, misrepresentation, and denuncia- 
tion. 

That is the way this unfair apportionment 
was put over in the first place. For we did not 
always have this unfair system. But the big 
business interests, especially the privately 
owned utilities, organized the successful drive 
which persuaded the majority to disfranchise 
itself. 

Many of us now in organized labor remem- 
ber that campaign very well, and realize full 
well the kind of resistance that reapportion- 
ment is bound to face, now that we're getting | 
around to the big job of undoing the thing that 
was put over on the majority in that earlier 
fight. 


—_——— 


So whatever else organized labor in Califor- 
nia does this year, you may be sure that one 
of its big tasks is to make a complete success 
of the reapportionment drive. 

But get ready for the big windstorm now! 
The fight against this reform is going to be a 
gale, brother, that will make many other cam-

paigns against labor look like pleasant breezes!

Henry Wallace’s New Republic 
gets a deserved slap in a letter to 
its editor from Peggy T. Carlson, 
widow of the late Brigadier General 
Evans Carlson. The magazine in its 
June 23 issue had run a prespos- 
terous sob story entitled “When a 
Marine Dies,’ charging that Carl- 
son died without funds, and that 
the Government did little or noth- 
ing for the man who had so heroic- 
ally served it. 

“T am surprised, though only a 
little, that you did not check with 
me before publishing an assumption 
as fact,” writes Mrs. Carlson in 
sharply polite style. She states that 
“General Carlson, as a Reserve of- 
ficer on the retired list, received 
an entirely adequate compensation 
from the Government,” and points 
out that “this information ... was 
available to you had you cared to 
inquire.” 

The miracle is that the magazine 
ran her letter. Under Wallace’s 
editorship it’s about as hard to get 
a letter into the New Republic criti- 
cizing the magazine or its orotund 
editor as it is to get into a Hearst 
paper a letter deflating the pom- 
posities of William Randolph him- 
self.

Liberals reject the 
notion that there is a fatal contra- 
diction between planning and free- 
dom; 3. We must seek a rise in our 
standards of living rather than con- 
struct a floor under misery; 4. We 
reject any double standard of poli- 
tical morality. We protest injustice 
with equal passion, whether it oc- 
curs at home or abroad; 5. Concen- 
tration of power is no less menacing 
in the realm of ideas than in our 
economic structure. Growing power 
of tightly knit groups in journalism 
is a grave threat; 6. We reject the 
narrow nationalism that would deny 
our country’s role as refuge to the 
oppressed of other nations; 7. Indi- 
viduals and groups functioning in 
the democratic arena cannot cher- 
ish hidden loyalties and lead poli- 
tical double lives; 8. Our society can 
withstand totalitarian attacks with- 
out imitating totalitarian methods; 
9. The Marshall Plan offers the es- 
sential basis for world reconstruc- 
tion; 10. It is our task to nourish 
and strengthen genuinely demo- 
cratic forces wherever in the world 
they may stand forth. 

Point No. 2, that there is no fatal 
contradiction between planning and 
| freedom, is worth stressing. Just 
now, huge corporations which spend 
millions in research and in planning 
how to cartelize and how to rob the 
consumer, solemnly announce that 
if a democracy begins planning, it 
is taking the fatal step toward 
totalitarianism. In other words, let 
one team do the choosing, and the 
other team do the losing!

Strike-Days Fewer 
By 86 Percent in 
First ‘47 Quarter 


The number of mandays lost due 
to industrial disputes in California 
dropped 86 percent in the first quar- 
ter of 1947 from the corresponding 
period of 1946, Paul Scharrenberg, 
Director of Industrial Relations, an- 
nounces. 

According to data compiled by the 
United States Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics in cooperation with the Cali- 
fornia Department of Industrial Re- 
lations, mandays idle as a result of 
work stoppages in the first three 
months of 1947 amounted to 461,000, 
compared with 3,224,000 mandays 
during the same period last year. 

Of the 461,000 mandays of idleness 
in the first quarter of 1947, 308,000 
resulted from stoppages which had 
begun in 1946 and which were car- 
ried over into 1947. 

The sharp decrease in the time 
lost did not result from a decrease 
in the number of disputes but from 
the fact that work stoppages during 
1947 involved fewer workers and 
were of shorter duration than those 
in 1946. 

A total of 64 new work stoppages 
began in the three months, January 
through March, 1947, involving ap- 
proximately 18,820 workers. During 
the same period of 1946, 49 new 
stoppages involving 48,426 workers 
were reported. 


Liquor, Labor, Oil 
Listed as Lobbies 


Earl C. Behrens, political editor 
of the S. F. Chronicle, said in his 
paper’s August 6 issue: 

“Among the powerful lobby groups 
at the recent session of the Legis- 
lature were those of the liquor 
interests, organized labor, the oil 
companies, and the school teachers. 

“Listing the four groups together 
does not indicate any mutual affili- 
ation, however. 

“At times some of the interests 
of three of them, liquor, labor, and 
oil companies, were mutual—at 
other times they were in conflict.” 


More Apprentices 
In Crafts Needed 


California stands high in the list 
of States pushing apprenticeship 
programs in the crafts, and Car- 
penters’ Unions of the State are 
well out in front in their share of 
the program, but there is still much 
to be done to convince youth of the 
necessity for a constructive career 
in the crafts.
